WHERE ABE THE WOMEN? 


Women have been enfrancMsed. But there are 


some political leaders who do not yet seem to hare got- 
ten knowledge of the fact. We hear of political confer • 
ence here and there. Our political aspirants are talk- 
ing to social clubs and other male organizations. -There 
seems to be a very general indifference to the women in 
all the plans that are being made. We seem to be con- 
cerned about what Mr. Jones thinks about public ques- 
tions and the possibilities at the November elections. 
But we seem to forget that Mrs. Jones may be a deciding 
factor. 


Would it not be wise for some of our political as- 


pirants to get in touch with a few mending bees and 
knitting parties? May it not be possible that the man 
who does that may succeed in slipping some things over 
on the man who seems to have forgotten that women 
have been enfranchised. 


Perhaps it might be well for some of the women 


to get busy, and let these men know that they now be- 
long to the sovereign American electorate, and that 
their vote is worth just as much as a man's vote. 


It was said before the enfranchisement of wom- 


en that a man by the very nature of his being a man, 
could not adequately represent a woman, that the wom- 
an had interests so rascally different from man's in- 
terests that she could only be adequately represented 
by a woman. As a mother she was said to be more 
concerned about-children. As a wife she had rights 
different from the husband. Supremely interested in 
domestic affairs, she had a greater knowledge of the 
cost of living, and the interests of the home were clos- 
er to her than to the man. 


If woman has her contribution to make to our 


American political life, she must be considered as a 
vital factor in all political plans. She owes that to 
herself, and the men who have acted on the principle 
that she does not yet exist as a political factor need to 
be reminded that she must be taken into their counsels, 
or their schemes, like all the best laid "plans of mice 
and men,'' may go awry.
